Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr.Siragusa expressed confusion over the last office action and the 
use of the references to meet the limitations of claim 1 . The Examiner explained that the axle 10 of Fry was 
interpreted to be the axle housing of claim 1 , and that the limitation of the first and second segments did not really 
further limit the claims since the segments are merely undefined parts of the first and second plates and no structure is 
defined to distinguish the segments. Further, it was explained that the unlabelled member attaced to the wheel disc 36 
and positioned above the inner rim 40 was a brake drum. 
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
